Cambridge, O., Oct. 2—Cambridge is 
being tried by fire today. 
The blaze 
broke out early this morning and 
swept all before it. Some of the build­ 
ings destroyed are: 
The Cosgrove block. 
The Taylor building. 
The Berwick hotel. 
Davis’ livery stable. 
Others have also burned, and the 
fire at 3 o’clock this afternoon was 
still spreading. 
Help has been asked 
for from the surrounding towns. The 
loss may reach half a million dollars. 
Brooklyn, Oct. 2—The big Gormully 
& Jeffry bicycle riding school burned 
this morning, and the loss will be 
$50,000. 
Woodville, Miss., Oct. 2.—The Ed­ 
ward McGee school for girls, one of the 
finest institutions in the south, was de­ 
stroyed by fire last night. The inmates 
of the building were awakened by the 
smoke, and when they attempted to get 
out a panic ensued. Escape through 
the halls of the institution was impos­ 
sible, and several of the young women 
who attempted to dash down through 
the blinding smoke that filled the cor­ 
ridors were overcome, and but for the 
speedy arrival of help would have suf­ 
focated. As it was many of the schol­ 
ars were seriously affected by inhaling 
the smoke. It is believed that no lives 
were lost, but owing to the scattering 
of the pupils among the residents of 
the town it has not yet been possible 
to check them up and ascertain if any 
were lost 


Texas Solons Listen to Gov. Culberson's 
Message. 
Austin, Tex., Oct. 2. — The Texas 
legislature 
met 
yesterday, 
with 
a 
quorum present. The governor in his 
message reviews the laws against prize 
fighting in Texas, calling attention to 
the errors therein, and closes by say­ 
ing: 
“All persons have been given notice 
that the Corbett-Fitzsimmons exhi­ 
bition would not be permitted: that 
whatever has been done by its pro­ 
jectors was with full responsibility for 
the consequences. 
The public inter­ 
ests require that this exhibition es­ 
pecially should be 
suppressed. 
Dis­ 
countenanced by Mexico 
and 
terri­ 
tories, outlawed and driven from every 
state, it is 
proposed to assemble 
a 
horde of ruffians and gamblers 
and 
offer this state this commanding insult 
to public decency. Against it the in­ 
stincts and pride of the people revolt, 
and your prompt and resolute action 
will spare this ignominy and shame.” 
He recommends a law making prize 
fighting without gloves a felony. There 
is a strong lobby here from Dallas, and 
the leaders claim to have votes enough 
in the house to defeat the emergency 
clause.

River Conference at E 'fln

Bank Examiner Attends to Doty. 
Jefferson City, 
Mo., 
Oct. 
2.—The 
Bank of Monett and the Bank of Purdy, 
both Barry county institutions, have 
been closed by Secretary of State Le- 
sueur, upon notification of the state 
bank examiner of their insolvent condi­ 
tion. They are in the hands of receivers. 
This makes thirteen banks closed by 
the secretary of state since the execu­ 
tion of the new bank examination law 
begun, on the 1st of July, besides some 
half dozen others that anticipated the 
examination by making assignments. 


Increase In the Treasury for the Month 
of September. 
Washington, Oct. 2.—The 
monthly 
statement of the public debt issued by 
the treasury 
department yesterday 
shows the public debt on Sept. 30, less 
cash in the treasury, to have 
been 
$941,089,636, an increase for the month 
of $1,834,687. 
The debt is recapitu­ 
lated 
as 
follows: 
Interest-bearing 
debt,$747,360,820; debt on which inter­ 
est has ceased since maturity, $1,685,- 
660; debt bearing no interest, $377,448,- 
519. 
This makes an 
aggregate of 
$1,126,494,999, exclusive of $600,227,693 
in certificates and treasury notes offset 
by an equal amount of cash in the 
treasury. During the last three years 
the net increase in the debt has been 
$106,467,390, and during the same time 
the increase in the interest-bearing 
debt has been $162,329,650. Since June 
30, 1892, the net expenditures of the 
government have exceeded the receipts 
by $120,151,467. 


The Cristobal Colon Drivel, ou the Rocks 
During a **torm 
Ha\ana, Oct. 2.—Following close up­ 
on the loss of the Spanish cruiser Bar- 
castegui comes the news of the wreck 
and probable total loss of the Spanish 
war ship Christobal Colon, a second- 
class cruiser of about 1,600 tons’ dis­ 
placement and 1,600 horse power. The 
cruiser carried four twelve-centimeter 
Hontoria guns, two seven-centimeter 
guns and two rapid-fire guns. 
Her 
crew 
is estimated 
to 
have num­ 
bered 
200 
officers 
and 
men, 
but the exact figures are not known 
here at present, as she had on board 
men intended for the smaller patrol 
vessels of the Spanish fleet and may 
have detailed men ashore. The disas­ 
ter occurred off Colorado Point, in the 
Gulf of Guadiana, south of the town of 
Mantua, in the province of Pinar del 
Rio, near which territory Havana is 
situated. 
For some days past a cyclonic dis­ 
turbance has prevailed over these lati­ 
tudes and is understood to have re­ 
curred in the central part of the Gulf 
of Mexico and was looked upon as like- 
y to enter the United States through 
New Orleans and Appalachicola. The 
Christobal Colon appears to have en­ 
countered the severe weather off Cape 
Antonio and to have put into the Gulf 
of Guadiana for shelter. 
There she 
tried to ride out the fierce gale and 
heavy seas, but was slowly driven to­ 
ward Colorado Point, off which jutting 
there is a dangerous reef known as the 
Colorado reef. When the commander 
of the cruiser saw that he could not 
make headway against the storm, he 
attempted to anchor, according to the 
stories told here, but the anchors would 
not hold and the cruiser was driven 
ashore. 
Another report has it that the Cristo­ 
bal Colon ran on the reef at night time 
when her commander believed her to be 
far enough off shore to continue steam­ 
ing against the force of the cyclone. 
In any case, she ran ashore late Mon­ 
day night or early yesterday morning 
in a most dangerous position and with 
a heavy sea running. 
Everything possible seems to have 
been done to save the cruiser, but all 
efforts in that direction were useless 
and she was finally abandoned, a help­ 
less wreck, pounding herself slowly to 
pieces on the Colorado reef. Some of 
the crew swam ashore, others reached 
land by means of pieces of wreckage 
and in the boats, but all the crew, offi­ 
cers and men, were saved by one means 
or another. 
When questioned regarding the dis­ 
aster the Spanish captain would only 
say that the Cristobal Colon was driven 
ashore on the Colorado reef owing to 
the violence of the cyclone, and it is 
probable that she will prove a total 
loss. Efforts, however, will he made to 
save her guns. 
The wreck of the fine war ship so soon 
after the sinking of the Barcastegui 
has cast a feeling of intense gloom over 
the government officials here. There 
are none too many Spanish vessels in 
these waters at present, and the loss 
of the Cristobal Colon will be keenly 
felt by the government at this crisis. 
Of course, the friends of the insur­ 
gents are circulating the usual sensa­ 
tional stories regarding this, the latest 
disaster to the Spanish 
government, 
claiming that the cruiser was sunk by 
a torpedo exploded by insurgents. 
In official circles, however, this re­ 
port is classed as being “nothing more 
than an invention of the rebels,” and 
the distinct statement is made that 
there is absolutely no reason for doubt­ 
ing the official announcement that the 
Cristobal Colon was driven on the Col­ 
orado reef by the violence of the cy­ 
clone and not as a result of the explo- 
5 sion of an insurgent torpedo. 
In spite of the 
official 
assertion, 
there is no doubt that the government 
has not thought it proper to make pub­ 
lic all the facts in the case, and this 
may not be done until the official re­ 
port of the commander of the wrecked 
cruiser has been received and passed 
upon.

London, Oct. 2.—In the course of a 
long letter from Havana, published in 
the Times, the correspondent says the 
longer he stays in Cuba and the more 
he sees of the Cubans the stronger has 
become hi# convictions that a large 
measure of autonomy is necessary if 
Spain wishes to preserve Cuba in a 
peaceful state. 
He proceeds: “The 
whole feeling of the people is against 
the continuance of the existing sys­ 
tem. 
Spain must therefore look the 
situation in the face and grant radical 
reforms. 
It seems impossible to me, 
however, that Cuba as an independent 
republic could ever hope to be happy 
and united. 
The most vital point at 
which the authorities can strike the 
insurgents is in the supplies of war 
material.

The blacksmith’s bellows has three 
boards. 
When the bellows is set up 
in position the middle board is fixed; 
the upper and lower' boards are mov­ 
able. There is a valve in tile middle 
board and one in the lower board. 
When the bellows is not in use the 
lower board falls as far as the leather 
will permit it, and that compartment is 
then filled with air. With the working 
of the lever and the raising of the lower 
board the air in the lower compart­ 
ment is forcer through the valve in the 
luidd.e board into the upper compart­ 
ment, which is the reservoir, whence 
it blows through the nozzle of the bel­ 
lows into the fire. When the pressure 
f 'om below ceases the valve in the 
middle board closes, and the air is then 
forced out from th e . upper compart­ 
ment or reservoir of the bellows by the 
weight of the upper board; sometimes 
this board is weighted to make it ex­ 
pel the air more rapidly and forcibly. 
The continuance of the blast without 
the working of the lever, caused by the 
gradually sinking upper board of the 
bellows, may last for a quarter of a 
minute; it is a highly prized charac­ 
teristic cf the bellows. The blacksmith 
who is alone is thus enabled, if he 
should so desire, to use both hands at 
the fire; or he might go across the shop 
and be back, swaying the lever once 
more before the blast had ceased. A 
good bellows will last many years with­ 
out repairs. Blacksmiths’ bellows are 
made in various sizes, from 24-inch to 
60-inch. The 36-inch is the size most 
commonly sold. The size is the width 
at the widest point. Bellows are longer 
than they are wide, and they are made 
of different lengths in the same width, 
ordinary, and long. 
Thefe are about 
fifteen bellows manufacturers in the 
country, including three in New York 
and one in Brooklyn, says New York 
Sun. 
Manufacturing and other estab­ 
lishments supplied with power forges 
ore nowadays equipped 
with 
power 
blowers; and there are also various 
hand blowers, some operated with a 
crank and some with a lever, and there 
are now used many portable forges and 
blowers combined. The sale of modem 
appliances for blowing forge fires has 
increased greatly in recent years, while 
the sale of bellows has not; but there 
are shipsmiths and boiler makers^ 
wheelwrights, 
carriage 
and 
wagon 
makers, and others who still use bel­ 
lows, and prefer it to any other means 
of blowing his fire, so that there are 
still sold thousands of bellows an­ 
nually.
